To the Rditors of the Journal :

They can ouly fill the places of
these who will certainly leave the service at the expiration
of their term of enlistmeant, by resoriing to impressment.—
In the presest condition ef the North, to attempt to keep
their army full by impressment, weuld, (it seems to me.)
moat surely overthrow tie government. Shculd they, how
ever, succeed in raieing any considerable nnmber, they
would, daring the present year, be but little better than a
mch, and offer hut a feeble resietance to our well tried and
brave truopa. With them, volunteerirg '8 now ount of the
qa=slion.

At the North, when the war commenced, it was popular,
because they believed it wonld be of shoit daration. Many
Democrats in an evil hour abandoned the principles of lin
erty snd justice, ard joined in the war, and thua becime
the mere teols of the Abolitionists, for bigh rapk and in
the hope of making political capital. But they bave learn.
ed, when too late, that popular political dugmas may serve
very well te ride inte power and excite a war, but they wil,
utterly fail in its prosecuticn. They bave also learned that
the battle is not to the strong, but to the just and ths brava,
sand the greatest enterprizes often fail, through the m gni.

spect, than it has been at gny poriod during th: war. Aud
in erder to bring this contest toa epeedy and Bucrcesafal
termination, it is only necessary for us to be united and
for ull to let seifishness snd stvbiiion yield on all cecos sns
to the noble and-sacred ohligations of patriotic duty.

Let ihe rich assist the poor, and the children of those
who have perished in their couniry’s defence. Those who
act thus, will vot only be loved and honored in this lite,
but 'eave names which will be reverenced by posterity. —
Aund let us also ever remember that the best of osuses are
atained and injured by opuression apd wrong. Tle sacred
cause of liberty and jus'ice requires no such aid, acd the
ruler who is not fully penetrated with these great truths,
but pocrly comprehends the science of government. t.e
misvion he nndertakes to perform, and the true art of ruling
well. Justice to all, and inja-y to nooe, are the fruiis hy
which a good government is known. We can pever awain,
ander any circomstarces, cons=nt to have any Union with
our barbarcus fues.
